The Doctrinal Importance of the Resurrection 
Its Theological Significance: 


1. The Resurrection is the fulfillment of 
the Promise made unto the Old 
Testament Patriarchs (Gen. 12:3; cf. Gal. 3:16) that through the 
Seed of Abraham (Christ), all families of the Earth would be 
blessed. As Acts 13:32-37 highlights, this promise made unto the 
Fathers couldn’t be fulfilled if the Seed were dead (Acts 2:24-32)! 





2. The Resurrection vindicated the claims of our Lord, and 
verified His Divine Identity (Rom. 1:4). The truth of the Gospel 
message ultimately hinges upon the question of “Who is Jesus?” 


3. In validating the atoning work of Christ upon the Cross, the 
Resurrection is the declaration of our legal justification before 
God (Rom. 4:25), and validates the claim that the Atonement was 
adequate, final, and complete (Rom. 5:9). 


4. His Resurrection is the guarantee of our resurrection. Note 
the reference in I Cor. 15:20-23 to the OT Feast of First Fruits 
(Lev. 23:10-11), a celebration that anticipated the coming harvest. 


5. The Resurrected Body of Jesus is the pattern that we can 
anticipate with regard to our own resurrected bodies (Phil. 
3:20-21). Even as His own body (which retained its same identity; 
Luke 24:39: “...it is I Myself...”’) was raised as a glorified and 
incorruptible, physical body of actual substance, so will ours.
